PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 


A distribution of prizes to h

Mr. J. Thompson, M.A., Headmaster, in his re- 
port, first aliuded to religious education, and men- 
tioned that the school had obtained the first place 
in both the Church of Ireland and in the Presby- 
terian examinations, for the: third year in succeusion. 
in the June intermediate examinations the per- 
centage of passes was much above that of lreland 
a8 & whole, the number passing being 3,419 with 
honours. In Trinity College the school had gained 
this year a heap of exvellent distinctions, which 
were especially remarkable when so many of their 
old boys had left the University or had foregone a 
University in a higher cause. For the ninth time 
since 1900, the school had won the first place at 
the examination for entrance exhibitions. Swedish 

| was now part of the regular school course, and 
medals were given for the best,boy in each form at 
the end of the season, As the boys reached the age 
for service, nearly ail of them were only too anxious 
lo serve. They hud now between four and five 
hundred old boys, who had joined the forces, and 
three of their musters were at the front. Since his 
last report, to old boys there had been awarded 
four Military Crosses, two Military Medals, one 
Order of St. Sava of the Servian Government, while 
one had been made a Companion of the Order of the 
Indian Empire. The war, the headmaster con- 
cluded, was bound to quicken interest in education 
and hasten reforms. Two improvements, tho 
teachers’ salaries grant and registration, were valu- 
able in themselves, but not by any means adeqyate. 
Secondary education in this couniry was in need of 
lar greater financial support than it received at pre 
sent. Owing to the large increase iQ the number of 
pupils receiving Intermediate education, the grant 
per head received from the Intermediate Board was 
only about half what it was ten years ago, and the 
teachers’ salaries grant of £40,000 by no mets 
made up the deficiency. Ireland was entitled 
secure, as an “ equivalent erant,”” £100,000. The 
new grant, it was expected, would be £48,000 
That was not sufficient to enable effective reform of 
intermediate education to be made, and all though 
Tt that must for the present be postponed. He 
trusted that the report was a guarantce that the 
High School had, during the past year, done good 
work and made good progress. (Applause.) 

Before the prizes were distributed by the 
Chairman, the headmaster announced that some 
of the boys had given up the value of their 
prizes towards the support of the Red Cross 
funds, and would receive certificates: in place 
of prizes. i 

The Chairman, having distributed the awards, 
expressed, on behalf of the Governors, pleasure 
at the resumption of the annual meeting in 
connection with the echool, after a lapse of 
three years. One of the most distinguishing 
features of the school wae the high range of 
education it covered, and he thought its euc- 
cesses were an excellent testimony to the edu- 
cational facilities it offered. (Applause.) It 
was obvious there had been no waste of energy 
by concentration on any particular subject to 
the exclusion of others. le attached a good

Sir,—Your columns have frequently borne 
witness to the importance of a plentiful supply 
of milk during the winter months, and there 
is no question of more urgency at present, The 
principal reason for ite scarcity and high price 
is, as everyone knows, the exceedingly high 
prices of all feeding-«tuffe. The most important 
of these is maize meal, which is now not only 
AL a prohibitive price, but almost unprocurable, 
without any prospect of supplies being avail- 
able during the wimter. The best subsefitutes 
are linseed meal and cotton seed meal, and 
there are sufficient supplies ef these available. 

The Government authorities gave a promise 
that there would be a sensidevable reduction in 
the price of thesé two meals during the winter 
feedjng period, and I understand they had 
actually arranged that a reduction of about £5 
vr ton wag to take effect from the 15th Novem- 
“é No reduction to consumers has yet been 
made, and the Government apparently contem- 
plates a postponement of the reduction till 
some time in January next, although there are 
sufficient supplies on hand 

What is the reason that thie prommed reduc- 
tion in price ie not being put into force now? 


| The only reason I have heard is a tender feeling 


on the part of the Government for the whole- 
sale dealers in these articles, so as to let them 
down very gently, until the stocks which they 
hold are all sold to the public at the highest 
prices These eame millers and dealers have 
not only been making, but actually coining, 
money ever since the war started, almost every 
week registering a stiff advance in price, put 
into operation with great prompt itude. The

The Petrograd News Agency announces that

-LORD ROBERT CECIL AND THE

HOW 2,000 PRISONERS WERE BROUGHT IN 

The Special Correspondent of the Temps in 
the British war sone, telegraphing under . “a 
day's date, saye:— Little facts like the following 
aptly illustrate the mental condition of the 
enemy, and the confusion into which the sudden 
appearance of the British threw them. Two 
men belonging to the police, and merely armed 
with revolvers, secured in less than an hour, all 
by themselves, 200 Germans, who fled for safety 
into a copee. The number of prisoners grew 
visibly every moment, and in default of 
cavalry to-eseort them to the rear it became 
necessary to get a dozen signallers and cyclist 
scouts belonging to the Auxiliary Service, who 
were neither armed nor trained in the use of 
the rifle, to guard them. However, they got 
some stout cudgels for thom, and mounted them 
on mules, It waa like thie that the dosen 
warriors in question marched past under our 
eyes, mg“ more than 2,000 prisoners. In 
spite of the lack of. prestige of ‘their guards, 
and their emall number, the Germans let them.

GERMANS SAY 200 TANKS TOOK PART. 
A Reuter's telegram, dated Wednesday, states 
that an article in the Lohalansriger says :—Tho 
British on November 20th, employing trom 150 
to 200 tanks, undertook a big attack in the 
direction of Cambrai, intending to break 
through our front, The extensive employment

IRISH ARRESTS IN 
AMERICA. 


CASE OF JEREMIAH 
O'LEARY, 

A Reuter's New York telegram of last night 
seys ‘~The indictment of Mr. Jeremiah O'Leary, 
President of the American Truth Society, is the 
culmination of a series of episodes in which 
O'Leary, it is alleged, figured as an opponent 
of the Allies in the war against Germany. His 
newspaper, Bull, which is frankly anti-British, 
was refused second class mail privileges a month 
ago, and was subsequently reported to have 
been suspended owing to the publication of per- 
sonal communications and speeclies in which 
O'Leary assailed the foreign policy of the 
United States. | 

The Sinn Feis leader, 
Mellowes, also mentioned him as participating 
at a Sinn Fein conference since the entrance 
of America into the war. This O'Leary denied. 
O’Leary was also mentioned in communications 
passed between Germany and the German Em- 
bassy at Washington on ‘the subject of 
sabotage recently made public by Mr. Lapsing, 
and was taken before the Federal District 
Court, where he pleaded not guilty and de- 
posited 2,500. dollars bail. His business 
manager, Adolph Stern, who was also indicted, 
pleaded not guilty, and deposited 5,000 dollars 
as bail.
